DOM ESTIC. 


The kreat Flood. 
C incinnati, February 10-h—2 a. m.—The 
river is 64 feet 4 inches and risioir. Already 
the rivtr is above the flood of 1S47, making 
this one the third ia rank. It lacks but five 
inches of the flood of 1832. It is cloudy and 
not growing colder as expected. There were 
two cases of drowning yesterday, E l. Welsh 
snd Michael Luckuer, falling from boats. 
THE FLOOD OF 1S32 SURPASSED. 
C i n c i n n a t i, February 10th.—The ti >od of 
1S32 was surpassed this morning, and the 
river has been rising all d&y. Tnereia hardly 
the shadow of a doubt that the mark of last 
year will be reached and passed within the 
next thirty hoars. The river has been rising 
at points above, with continuous rains. The 
people have lost faith in the Signal Service 
reports. Twice the white flag has been raised 
to denote a cold wave coming. The first time 
the temperature rose Instead of fell; the sec­ 
ond was a slight fall, followed now by rain, 
and the highest water here must be poatp >oed 
several days, if the present conditions con­ 
tinue. The street lamps are nniighted, and 
the gas is burning in very few places. The 
tables of the Western Union operators’ room 
are supplied with candles, and the theaters 
are running with elrctric and calcium lights. 
The of era festival building is supplied with 
gas from the Cincinnati Hospital, conveyed 
in pipes supported on trestles. On the on - 
side of the nail an electric light will ho u , 
to illuminate the streets. The attendance on 
this opening night was fair. The number of 
persons needing relief increases daily, but the 
city is determined to care for her own people. 
In anticipation of proffered assistance, the 
relief committee of this city has authorized 
the following : 
To the Public : The Relief Committee of tlio 
Cincinnati Chamber of Commerce and Common 
Council, in view ol the steadily advancing floods in 
adjacent cities and tow.is, and along such of the 
upper Ohio where great suffering and destitution 
are being entailed, begs to assure the outside public 
that any contributions made for the sufferers will be 
expended for the relief of distressed in other terri­ 
tories with the same diligence and care which are 
exercisidiu relieving the afflicted here, upon whom 
it is the purpose of the committee ¡to bestow only 
such conttiDUtions as may be made in Cincinnati. 
L'RJiER, Chairman. 
At fl o’clock t -night the water marks 05 
feet 2 inches. The highest last year was 06 
feet 4. 
MIDNIGHT IN CINCINNATI. 
C incinnati, February 10th—Midnight.— 
The stage of the rivtr is 05 feet 4 inches, a 
brisk rain is falling. The wafer works de­ 
partment will order all hydraulic elevators to 
stop to morrow. The big Shields pumping 
engine is the only ore that can work in this 
stage of the flood—06 feet 10 inches will stop 
it. The reservoir has live days’ supply of 
water in it. 
A STRICKEN TOWN. 
Columbus (Ü ), Fcbtuary 10.h.—An engi­ 
neer on the Scioto Valley Railroad waded 
out from Portsmouth this morning, and tele­ 
graphs from 1’ike‘on, 24 miles ncrth, that the 
water ia five feet higher in that city than last 
year. The steamer Bcnarziia lying afloat on 
the sidewalk, and people are entering the 
hotel through the second stoiy windows. 
When be left the city three houses were burn­ 
ing, which the engines could not reach. 
WOMAN AND CHILD DROWNED. 
W heeling (W. Va.). February 10th.—An 
unknown woman was drowaod in the Fifth 
Ward last night by falling from a second- 
story window. Thebibyof a family named 
Lasb, on the island, also fell and disappeared 
from sight; neither body was recovered, 
many narrow escapes are reported, and 
doubtless several lives have been lest. An 
increased force from the Fire Department is 
pun ping out flooded basements and drawing 
water from gas pipes. Tim McCarty, on the 
island, lost $2.500 in gold in his house, which 
was swept away. Many other large sums of 
money have hten lest. It is estimated that 
the total loes in this vicini’y on both sidfs of 
the river will reach .?G 000,000. The Wait- 
laker Sheet-iron Works and th- Chicago Car 
Roofing Company lose $75.000 
A boat 
which left Parkersburg yesterday reports 
many houses at Martinsville swept away. 
The Pittsburg ataveworks and dryhonse are 
a total los?. Xot a vestige is left of Cochrars- 
vil'e, O., a villago in Monroe county. The 
situation here among the destitute grows 
worse. Clothing, food and money is badly 
needed. At the Glf.ss House, in the south 
end, two children died from exposure atd in­ 
sufficient food. 
A disheartening sight. 
W h eelin g (W. Va.), February 10:h.—The 
river has receded more slowly than was ex­ 
pected, and part of the city and country 
above and below is still under water, though 
the inhabited portions, for the most part, are 
fotsaken by the waters. The disappearance 
of the water only reveals the extent of the 
ravsgea of the flood, ami the sight exposed to 
the eye to-day is indeed disheartening. Huge 
rocks, board pile», tree?, driftwood and small 
shanties covers part of many streets, and 
hundreds cf large houses and barns are ga­ 
thered at points where the surface of the 
water was obstructed. 
Fifly houses are 
jammed upon and against each other at the 
south end of the city, and the Baltimore 
and Ohio track between here and Bsnwood 
was covered with buildings and drift, which 
were pulled to pieces by the engines to clear 
the track. The first mail since Wednesday— 
four tor,6—has arrived by boats, and a few 
trains cn reads the leist damaged have 
oppred communication with the outside 
world. 
Many cases of premature confine­ 
ment of women are reported, but no deaths 
have recurred from this cause yet. A bottle 
was found to day with the names of four 
young ladier, said to be drowning at the time 
the card was written. The card contained 
the words, “ Farewell, friends,” and the 
names were Annie Clark, Moliie Scage, Min­ 
nie Hawk and Bernie Rabit. 
FRESHET IN THE CUMBERLAND VALLET. 
H a rrisb u rg (Pa.), February 10th.—Ice on 
the Crnodcquine creek broke yesterday and 
caused a tremendous flood. Four bridges, 
valued at over $80,000, were carried away, 
and considerable damage was done otherwise. 
Three dams wire washed out, and the mills 
connected with them hadly injured. The 
freshet is the worst ever known in the Cum­ 
berland valiey. Portions of tfce wrecked 
bridges are now jammrd against the piers of 
the Northern Central Railroad bridge at the 
mouth of the creek. 
TWO THOUSAND PEOPLE HOMELESS. 
B elp re (O.), February 10th.—Two thou­ 
sand people are homeless in Marietta and 
Harmar. Hundreds of houses are off their 
foundations, the bridges are all gone. Rice’s 
iron oil tanks are upset and the warehouse 
got.e, and the Meiton tannery and one at 
Fellowsburg aro gone. All tre wooden build­ 
ings on Front street, between Putnam street 
and the Postoffice, are wrecked and moved 
from their foundations. Harmar Hill is cov­ 
ered with people in tents or in the open air, 
TOWNS COMPLETELY SUBMERGED. 
C atletisb u b g (Ky ), February 10;h.—The 
town is completely submerged. Oaly three 
houses on the hillside are free from water, 
and several houses have floated off. Fears 
are entertained that the Worst has Dot yet 
come. 
B a ta v ia (O.). February 10;h.—All build- 
ir.es in Point Pleasant aie under water. It 
is feared the bouse in which General Grant 
was born will float down the Ohio. 
HIGH WATER IN TEXAS. 
Long V iew (Tex.), February 10th.—It has 
been raining continuously nearly one hnnrired 
houis. Tan bottoms ir: every direction are 
flooded, and there are many extensive wash­ 
outs and slides on the railroads. 
OTHER POINTS. 
C a tle ttsb u b g (Ky.). February 10th.—The 
rise in the river increased from 1 inch last 
night to 2 inches per hour this morning, and 
at I P. M. is 3 feet higher than last year. A 
drizz'ing rain began at 4 P. M , andp.hc out­ 
look is mcst gioou y. 
Ripley (0 ), February 10‘h.—The day has 
been a most gloomy one. The river is still 
risiDg, and it has been raining steadily since 
3 P. M. Many houses that stood through the 
flood last year have been reached now and 
swept entirely away. The water is 22 inches 
higher than last year. 
A u ro ra (Ind.), February lOih.—The wafer 
is still rising. It is now at the door of the 
Aurora National Bank. 
Only one drug 
store remains out of water. It is raining 
this evening. 
L o u isv ille (Ky.), February 10;h.—At 
10:30 p. M. the river is ri-ing. 
It has hfen 
raining steadily all day, and is raining now. 


The general situation is unchanged, both here 
and at New Albany. 
THE RED CROSS ASSOCIATION AT WORK. 
Washington, Febrnaiy 10.h.—Miss Clara 
Barton, President of the American National 
Association of the Red Cross, acc impauied 
by Dr. Hubbell, special field agent ->f the as­ 
sociation, will start to-msrrow for the scenes 
of the Western floods. She goes first to 
Pittsburg, and will follow the Ohio river 
down, visiting such places as have suffered. 
Miss Barton requests that the Re! Cross So­ 
cieties of the North will, uatil further notice, 
forward supplies to Cincinnati, as a central 
point of distribution. 
Tlic denatr Chinese Rill. 
W ashington, February 10;b.—The Chi­ 
nese bill reported from the Senate Committee 
on Foreign Affairs is not very much like that 
prepared by the Pacific coast delegation. It 
is, in fact, the same bill presented to the del­ 
egation hy Senator Miller, and which was 
not considered strong enough by the House 
members. All reference to tfce British Co­ 
lumbia Chinese, and a great part of the dele­ 
gation bill relating to certificates, ha* been 
eliminated, the oaly part retained being that 
authorizing Consuls in China to vise cer 
tificates of merchants, students, etc. The 
California members in the lower house arc 
much displeased with the new bill, but it is 
probable that co stronger measure can pass 
the Senate, and if they attempt to antagonize 
it no bill at all will be p issed. 
Arthur and (he \ex! Presidency. 
W ashington, February 10:h,—Presiden­ 
tial observers think they have at least caught 
Arthur ergaged in gathering del*gates for 
the ChicagoCouvention. Recently Secretary 
Chandler and Assistant Poetmssver-General 
Hatton have declared that Arthur was not 
seeking for a renoinination, bntitappeais 
that these statennuts were made to alley 
Ba'picion. 
Chandler and Hatton are con­ 
sidered the President’s political manager?, 
and it is alleged by thoee who e’bght to know 
that both these gentlemen have for some 
time been giving ias'ruetiope ia the Postoffice 
and Treasury L>epartmenfs and Pension Office 
for wi rking up Arthur’s bcoui in the South­ 
ern States. It is alleged that during the past 
mouth scores of Southern office-holders have 
been sent for ard provided with “ argu­ 
ments" in the South. 
Tile \on-.lellon of i'ongreas, 
W ashington, February 10th.—On Friday 
the House adopted the rules of the Foriy. 
sixth Congress, wi h a few amendments, none 
of which weie of general importance. Dur­ 
ing the disenseion over an amtndmeut offered 
by R ed of Maine, giving the members 
power to call up bills by a maj >rity vote, be 
stated that the business i f Congress wa* in a 
depl rabie condition ; that out of 10,000 bills 
and resolutions in the last Congress, only 
about 300 were passed, Reed said at the 
outside no Congress transacted aver 8 per 
cent, of its busines*, which was admitted by 
Rtndall, bat the latter did not thick such a 
rule as that proposed by Reed would remedy 
matters. Thie debate hss attracted uniter 
sal attention, as the evil of non-action by 
Congrees on important, measures is like'y to 
be greater every succeeding year. 
Morrison's Turin Kill. 
W ashington, February 10:b. — Colonel 
Morrison's new tariff reform bill, introduced 
in the Housa last Monday, has now been 
thoroughly discussed, and found to lack what 
everybody hoped it would possess, viz: “ the 
elements iikely to carry it through Cocaress ” 
Some of the older members say it is a school­ 
boy’s bill, and clears up the intricacies of the 
tariff problem much as a schoolboy would 
clear tnem up. 
Lincoln 'and the 1'ilz John Porter C'A»e. 
Chicago, February 10th.—The Tribune 
published the foilowiLg to day from a prom­ 
inent lawyer of this city, and an intimate 
and personal fiirnd of President Lincoln : 
CmcAGO, February 9th. 
To the editor of the Tribunr : As the question of 
Fiiz John I’orter is now occupying public attention, 
a conversation I once had with Mr. Lincoln upon the 
question seems pertinent. I was standing in his

THE TWO LOCAL TOPIC3 OF CHIEF IM­ 
PORTANCE. 
There should be no confusion concerning 
the proposition of a private association of 
citizens to ask the people to vote S10,000 
of extra expenditure upon the levees this 
year. It is not yet officially before the 
people, but, waiving that demurrer, the rea­ 
sons for the appropriation may be ample ; 
they may be insufficient; they may bs forti­ 
fied by engineering and levee-building expert 
testimony. Whatever it is that moves the 
association to make the proposition it does 
not make public, and consequently, no de­ 
cisive judgment can be formed. To jump 
at conclusions and declaro tho propoeitiou 
silly, is as foolish as to indorse it off-hand, 
without knowing why it is advanced. 
But we can easily conceive of reasons that 
may actuate the association, which it would 
not be wise to discuss through the public 
press, until alter official and expert exam­ 
ination at least, aud due deliberation. 
For instance, it is notorious that people 
Abroad whom we would invite here for 
settlement and investment of capital, are 
deterred by the advice of the timorouB 
outside public and some of the timor­ 
ous of our own people. Now this timidity 
we believe tj be without sufficient canse. 
But our consistency shall be of the right 
kind in this matter, as in all others, the 
expressing of conviction at the time, re­ 
gardless of preceding conviction, or, as the 
Argonaut quotes Kmerson, “ the speaking 
now what one thinks in hard words, and 
to-moirow 
Bpeaking what tomorrow 
thinks in hard words again, though it 
contradicts 
everything said 
today.” 
But though the timidity referred to is 
without sufficient cause, it is the bight of 
folly to ignore it. It has too long been a 
drag to the wheels of Sacramento's prog­ 
ress. It is full time to lay the ghost, 
but if it proves to be no ghost, then to de­ 
stroy the groundwork of such reality as 
may lie at its base. It will not do to 
pursue the ostrich-like policy of hiding 
our head in the sand under the belief that 
our body is thereby protected. It will 
not avail to merely sneer at the fears 
we believe to be unworthy or scoff at the 
people who need backbone. Confidence is 
the best of capital, but loud-mouthed boast­ 
ing through the press will not give it. The 
commercial world does not build upon that 
kind of barometrical indicators. 
Let us be honest with ourselves and re­ 
cognize these facts. Here at home we are 
perfectly confident in the security and 
permanence of onr city. We know it to 
be a hundred fold less exposed and more 
than seven-tenths of the cities upon the Ohio 
or Mississippi. But let us be frank enough 
to admit the truth that others upon whose 
estimate the prosperity and growth of our 
city in a measure depends are not so 
convinced, for no city ever yet existed 
where the people lived upon each other ; 
we cannot build a city by swapping j»ck- 
knives with one another. If $40,000, or 
$50,000, or $150,000 would remove the vain 
fears of these other sommunities it would 
be a cheap bargain, and the increased in­ 
vestments made here would speedily con­ 
vince the skeptical of the wisdom of the 
policy. If there is any doubt upon this 
subject whatever let the doubter consult 
with any reputable banker and ask him 
what is the tone of his correspondence; or 
any reputable merchant, and ask whether 
his credits have more than once been made 
contingent upon the placing of his goods 
upon the upper grade ? This is a very dis­ 
agreeable thiug to speak of, but since rash 
and bombastic assertions have been made, 
the truth must needs be at least hinted. 
Probably the people who have been so 
basty in rushing to jndgment on this mat 
ter may, by rejection, discover some rea­ 
son for pausing before jumping to conclu­ 
sions on the subject. We are neither so 
wise, so skillful in levee building, nor so 
versed in eng'neering science as fo unhesi­ 
tatingly condemn a proposition advanced 
by a reputable committee of interested 
men that declines for the present to ex- I 


hibit the evidenct of its conviction ; nor, 
oa the other hand, the committee itself 
not being a unit as to the amount that 
business wisdom warrants being spent, 
though formally agreeing upon a given sum, 
are we so impressed by their mere sug­ 
gestion as to swallow it at a gulp. W bat 
every thoughtful citizen wants is reason 
for action, data of estimates, the presenta­ 
tion of claims for aod objections to, with 
the testimony claimed to exist one way or 
the other. These being heard, there may 
be pronounced an intelligent judgment. 
Of all matters, this is one demanding cool 
deliberation. In the light we now have 
we do not believe there is need for $40,­ 
000 of expenditure; but there may be 
facts in possession of the committee, and, 
indeed, it is alleged that there are, that 
would, on examination, work a modifica­ 
tion of this judgment. 
We can also very readily understand 
why the committee may hesitate to aid 
discussion through the press, or at 
least until after there shall have been 
authoritative and duly competent expert 
examination and expression. 
Well-in­ 
formed citizens are quite well aware that 
a discreet policy in this direction has 
wisely been pursued in the past. 
But no such considerations as these 
attach to the question of the salvation of 
the Sacramento river. On that topic there 
can be none but a perfectly open 
policy. 
The 
river 
is 
6teadily 
and rapidly going to the dogs. Over 
a year ago the K eco rd U n io n renewed the 
exertion tj have the matter brought to the 
attention of Congress. The nation owes it 
to this people to preserve the integrity of 
the river. The eld breaks in the levees 
threaten the capacity of the stream and aid 
the augmentation of deposits of sand in its 
channel, of which material there is enough 
above us to clog and divert the stream if 
at all deprived of its self-clearing capacity. 
As we are now advisad, the seheme to tap 
the river on the northern lino of Colusa 
county and take out the water at its low­ 
est stages.when of a'l other times it should 
not be decreased, is a matter of the great­ 
est importance to this city. We repeat 
that if the river is diverted and its naviga­ 
bility destroyed Sacramento will have need 
neither for levees nor commercial houses, 
for manufactories nor newspapers nor citi­ 
zens’ associations. W hat the Chicago Cur­ 
rent baB to say on a similar subject applies 
forcibly to our case : “ The opposition to 
Mississippi river improvement is unwise, 
bicause it is really the duty of the Govern­ 
ment to keep the streams over which it 
claims and rightly exerciees supervision in 
navigable order. There should be no ques­ 
tion about the Government's duty as to 
the river. The only question which can 
legitimately bs discussed íb the proper 
method of making the river navigable at 
the least cost to the taxpayers.” The mat­ 
ter demanding our most immediate atten; 
tion is that oi such agitation along the 
whole navigable line of the river as shall 
result in appetls to the present Congress 
that will enforce a hearing before the ses­ 
sion is so far advanced that it will be use­ 
less to make the effort. 
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GIVE US A REST. 
If the press of the country is chargeable 
with the alarming tendency toward flunky- 
ism now manifesting itself in this country, 
it has assumed a fearful responsibility. 
Never before in the history of this country 
haB wealth so sought to flaunt its vanities 
in the face of poverty. The enervating 
vice of luxury seems to have taken posses­ 
sion of American society. It finds con­ 
stant encouragement in the reports of the 
daily press. A few years since son.e notice 
of local leading social events was indulged 
in by the press of the country. Now the 
telegraph has entered the “ Jenkins” 
arena, and i. trying to report the dress 
parade of a society comprising fifty-five 
millions of people. In the name of good 
conscience, let the Astors aud Vanderbilts 
have their social affairB in private. Let 
them glow with diamonds and float in laces 
to their heart’s content, but it should not 
bo deemed Deceseary to burden the reports 
from the East with flattering accounts 
written by the wealth-fawning flunkies of 
the New York press. The social and per­ 
sonal columns of the daily press are be­ 
coming daily more contemptibly imbecile 
and pernicious. They are cultivating a 
taste for personalities that will soon de­ 
stroy all the privacy of the domestic circle 
and the proper retirement of Bocial re­ 
lations, and beget a love of scandal 
and personal gossip as demoralizing as 
the obscene publications of the day. A 
dignified mind and character is produced by 
living above the realm of trivial things, 
and “ mind your own business” is a 
homely but valuable injunction. If Pri­ 
scilla Primrose, aged 14, visits Violet 
Vealey, aged 13, it is surely not of suffi­ 
cient importance in the current history of 
the world to mention both her going and 
returning, with the additional information 
that “ Violet will return Prescilla’s visit 
about the 10ih of August.” It is amus­ 
ing, oftimes, to note how frequently these 
John Does and Ilichard Roes of the “ Per­ 
sonals ” get into print. A good active 
drummer, who makes four trips a week to 
the city or the country, will iurnish eight 
items a week, or about four hundred items 
a month ; and yet we would all survive 
and retain quite as clear notions of human 
duty if we never heard at all of the goings 
and comings of onr friend the drummer. 
The same tiresome monotony prevails in 
the reports of kettledrums, fancy dress 
parties, etc. It is, the Pinchbecks have 
gone, and the Pinchbecks have come, and 
tho Pinchbecks who gave a party, and the 
Piuchbeck wedding—the same names greet 
us with constantly recurring and weari­ 
some toadyism. All this must be annoyiDg 
to reasonably modest people, and is to all 
perhaps, except those who, when they go, 
or do, or have anything, attend personally 
to the business of furnishing the items for 
publication.

To the People of California : The hold­ 
ing of a “ World’ Fair ” at San Francisco 
in the year 1SS7 is the fixed resolve of the 
people of California. As natural, the city 
of San Francisco takes the lead in arrang­ 
ing the preliminaries, and calls upon her 
citizens to take the initiative in what must 
be regarded as a somewhat ambitious un­ 
dertaking, and not ti be entered upon 
without due consideration, and when in­ 
augurated to be prosecuted with resolute 
determination.

hair now enables the anthropologist to 
judge in what division of the human spe­ 
cies he will class its owner ; there is no 
mistaking a Chinese for a European, or 
either for an African.

by Pruner’s method, shows it circular, or 
oval, or reniform. 
Its follicle curvature 
may be estimated by the average diameter 
of the curia, as proposed by Moseley ; its 
coloring matter may be 
estimated by 
Sorby’s method. 
There has been even a 
systematic classification of man published 
by Dr. W, M’ller, of the Novara expedi­ 
tion, which is primarily arranged accord­ 
ing to hair, in straight-haired races, curly- 
haired races, etc., with a secondary divis­ 
ion according to language. 
Though we 
cannot regard snch a system as good, the 
wonder is that it should answer so well as 
it does ; indeed, nothing could prove more 
clearly how real race distinctions are than 
a single bodily character should form a 
basis for rationally mapping out the divis­ 
ions of mankind,—[E. B. Taylor, in N a­ 
ture.

Suppose you call him through the tele­ 
phone.”
